‘Hay fever’ may be a 
house-dust problem 


Hay fever sufferers who seek 
refuge from ragweed pollen by 
staying inside during the fall 
may actually be confining them- 
selves to an allergy torture 
chamber, according to allergists 
at the Lahey Clinic in Burling- 
ton. 


Researchers have found that 
large increases in house dust 
mite allergens often occur in the 
early fall, coinciding with the 
peak ragweed season in the 
Northeast and other regions. 
They result: Many hay fever vic 
tims told to stay inside to avoid 
ragweed may be even more aller- 
gic to microscopic house dust 
mites in the air, carpet, uphol- 
stery and bedding in their 
homes. 


In a presentation to the 50th 
anniversary meeting of the 
American College of Allergy and 
Immunology held at the Hyatt 
Regency Chicago, John A. 
Saryan, M.D. of Andover, report- 
ed on three patients mistakenly 
diagnosed as ragweed allergic. 
Hach patient had been placed on 
ragweed immunotherapy, 
receiving regular injections of 
an extract of ragweed pollen in 
minute amounts over several 
months, so that their immune 
systems might develop a toler-

ance for it. 

“We found that all three 
patients were actually highly 
allergic to dust mite, not rag- 
weed. One patient was treated 
successfully with dust mite 
immunotherapy and the other 
two with environmental con- 
trols,” Dr. Saryan said. 


Many people are allergic to 
both ragweed and dust mites. 
About 75 percent of allergy 
patients react to dust mites and 
about 64 percent to ragweed, 
according to Dr, Saryan. 


“When patients report season- 
al symptoms in August and 
September, there’s a strong prej- 
udice to blame it on ragweed, 
That diagnosis is correct for 
many patients, but there are a 
large number for whom seasonal 
dust mite, not ragweed, is caus- 
ing the problem,” he said, 

“We've known for a long time 
that there are large increases in 
dust mite allergens in the fall, 
but the textbooks tend to discuss 
dust mite as a year-around aller- 
gy problem.” 


Dust mites are tiny creatures 
found in house dust. Their pres- 
ence is not necessarily a sign of a

dirty house, because even vigorous dust- 
ing or vacuuming will not reduce the 
number of dust mites present deep within 
varpeting and mattresses. 


Environmental controls for dust mites 
recommended by allergists include remov- 
ing carpeting and other items that tend to 
collect house dust; encasing mattresses 
and pillows with zippered vinyl covers; 
and using air conditioning to keep humid- 
ity at 50 percent or lower to slow down 
mite growth during warm months. Special 
attention should be paid to mite-proofing 
bedrooms. 


Tannic acid can be sprayed on carpets 
or upholstered furniture to break down 
allergen from mites or cat dander. Anoth- 
er option is to brush benzyl benzoate 
moist powder into carpets, allow it to dry 
for eight to 12 hours and then vacuum it 
up. 

Unlike tannic acid, benzyl benzoate’s 
effect is long-lasting. After one or two 
applications, it will keep mites under con- 
trol with only one or two applications a 
year,

resolving the current health care crisis,” 
explained Patricia Page, executive director 


for the Home and Health Care Association of 


Massachusetts. 

A major problem confronting home 
health care utilization is that the public 
doesn’t fully comprehend the scope of ser- 
vices available. Ms. Goldman added that 
though specific services vary at each indi- 
vidual agency, the range of services can 
include adult and pediatric care, skilled 
nursing, IV infusion therapy, maternal child 
health, home health aide support, 
physical/occupational/ speech therapy, and 
nutrition. Care is provided for short-term 
recuperative needs as well as for long-term 
for chronically ill persons. 

“Many people still have this image of a 
home health care nurse changing bandages. 
We still do that, but now the patient with the 
bandage change is a patient who is recuper- 
ating from open heart surgery with a four- 
inch wound on her chest and complications 
from a number of other health problems. 
The intensity of our services has changed 
dramatically. We care for highly complex 
patients with very intense medical needs 
patients on respirators, patients with multi- 
ple health conditions, patients on ventila- 
tors, AIDS patients and more. We also pro- 
vide vital preventive health services directly 
to them in their neighborhoods,” Ms. Gold- 
man said.

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Phillips Academy professor suing for his job 


Blames his stand against grade inflation for firing

A long-time Phillips Academy math 
teacher and his wife have filed suit 
against the prep school, claiming 
unlawful discriminatory practices 
after he was fired for what the suit 
claims was his not bowing to grade 
inflation. 

Alexander “Zab” Warren and his 
wife, Sarah, also a PA teacher, filed 
the suit Nov. 19 in Salem Superior 
Court requesting his reinstatement, 
asking for compensation for damages 
and for the right to continue living in 
PA-owned housing as long as either 
one is a member of the faculty. 

Mr. Warren has been a teacher at 
the school for 29 years. Ms. Warren 
came to PA with her husband in 1963, 
joined the faculty in 1982 and is cur- 
rently director of the language labora- 
tory at the school. She and her hus- 
band both served as dormitory coun- 
selors for more than 20 years. But in 
April, Mr. Warren was told not to 
come back next year. 

“Zab was told that he has to leave at 
the end of this year by the headmas- 
ter,” Robert E. Sullivan, the Warrens’ 
attorney, said last week. “The claim is 
his classroom performance was not 
what they wanted. He’s still a very 
tough marker. He has resisted the 
grade inflation and feels that may be 
behind the unhappiness.” 

The suit contends that there has 
been a change in the value system at 
PA, beginning at about the time Don- 
ald McNemar was appointed headmas- 
ter in 1981, to the point that student 
contentment and grades have become 
a priority in assessing faculty. 

“Phillips began a shift away from 
teaching and other values by which 
these senior faculty had been mea- 
sured in acquiring their permanent 
status: the earlier value system had at 


its core competence in the subject of

instruction and the capability to 
impart it to the students,” the suit 
reads. “Under Headmaster McNemar, 
values shifted as the academic capa- 
bilities of the students changed, and a 
different type of faculty was hired, 
notable for a lower level of experience 
teaching adolescents. Accompanying 
this development was a pattern of 
grade inflation noticed by many facul- 
ty. Many senior faculty in general, 
and plaintiff Zab Warren in particu- 
lar, were resistant to this grade infla- 
tion. The advance of this new value 
system was forcefully aided by the use 
of anonymous student questionnaires 
asking each student to say whether he 
or she liked the teacher. Little or no 
inquiry was made about what the stu- 
dent had learned about the subject 
from the teacher.” 

“To solve the problems presented 
by permanent faculty, the evaluation 
process was used to get rid of unwant- 
ed faculty,” the suit claims. 

Mr. Warren received a rave review 
in his evaluation in 1985, when John 
Richards, dean of faculty, “whole- 
heartedly” recommended he receive 
another five-year contract. 

The review mentioned “minor 
blemishes” on his professional record, 
but said that “when all is said and 
done, you are a mighty contributor to 
this institution and to our communi- 
ty.” 

Within two years, Dean Richards 
and the dean of studies were replaced 
by Mr. McNemar, according to the 
suit, and Mr. Warren was reviewed 
again, after which Mr. McNemar 
allegedly predicted to Mr. Warren that 
he would not pass future evaluations 
and should consider “where he would 
be in five years.” 

From 1988 to 1992, Mr. Warren was 
subjected to annual evaluations, 
including a recent one in which Nat 


Smith, chairman of the math depart- 
ment since 1988, strongly supported 
Mr. Warren. 

“In conclusion, Zab Warren is a 
knowledgeable, hard working and 
enthusiastic teacher who does every- 
thing we ask of him and more,” Mr. 
Smith wrote. “He cares about his stu- 
dents and is generous in helping them. 
He is an alive student himself, a 
thoughtful member of the department 
and a dedicated member of the com- 
munity. He has some clear tasks to 
work on in his never ending quest to 
be a good, clear and sensitive teach- 
er.” 

Despite that review, Mr. McNemar 
and Helmut Joel Jr., dean of faculty, 
sent a letter to Mr. Warren on April 6 
of this year stating that his services 
would no longer be needed after 1993. 

Mr. McNemar said this week he 
would not comment on individual per- 
sonnel decisions, but defended the sys- 
tem used to evaluate Mr. Warren. 

“We have a system established and 
we follow that carefully,” Mr. McNe- 
mar said. 

Doug Seaver, the attorney handling 
the case for the school, also defended 
the process used in the evaluation. 

“Our approach will be to vigorously 
defend it. We feel it’s a baseless 
claim,” Mr. Seaver said. 


Tenure issue and rights 

At the same time as the termination 
letter, Mr. McNemar advised Ms. War- 
ren that she and her husband would 
no longer be allowed to live in the PA- 
owned house at 20 Hidden Field Road. 

Ms. Warren claims that, even 
though she has only been a faculty 
member for 10 years, her service as 
dorm counselor with her husband for 
more than 20 years has earned her and 
her husband the right to continue liv- 
ing in PA housing, even if her hus- 


band is terminated. 

The school provides housing for 
new faculty in exchange for dorm 
duties. After 10 years, faculty can 
request off-campus housing without 
dorm duties, Mr. McNemar said. 

The Warrens have had off campus 
housing since 1987. 

“Our argument in the case is that 
Andover has a de-facto tenure” in ask- 
ing faculty to make a commitment to 
the school, Mr. Sullivan said. “She 
kind of put in her duties for 20 years 
as have a lot of wives up there.” 

The thrust of the case is to establish 
rights of senior faculty at Andover, 
Mr. Sullivan said. 

“Phillips Exeter Academy has for- 
mal tenure,” Mr, Sullivan said, and it 
is his contention that Andover has 
implied or inferred tenure for senior 
faculty. 

Mr. MecNemar said there is no 
tenure at PA. 

Since it is no longer legal to force 
retirement at age 65, PA has tried to 
develop a “culture of mandatory 
retirement,” Mr. Sullivan said, The 
suit contends that forcing retirement 
of senior, higher salaried, faculty frees 
up housing for faculty who have 
earned the right to live in a non-dor 
mitory setting and avoids the school 
having to compensate for that benefit. 

Mr. Warren is 57 and Ms. Warren is 
58, but the suit claims that a policy to 
terminate faculty at age 65 “has creat- 
ed a hostile work environment” for 
Mr. Warren and other faculty in the 
vicinity of 60 years old. 

No court date had been set by this 
week. 


“My guess is, if we can get a trial 
some time next year, it will be pretty 
good timing, the way the courts are. 
Nothing has been resolved at this 
point,” Mr. Sullivan said,

Committee adopts AIDS policy 


The School Committee Tuesday 
night adopted a revised AIDS policy 
for students in the public schools. A 
volunteer subcommittee of health care 
professionals, community members, 
and educators drafted the policy that 
is now in line with state regulations 
regarding students’ privacy and civil 
rights. 

One change is that only uncon- 
trolled bleeding would prohibit a stu- 
dent with AIDS or HIV infection from 
attending school. The former Andover 
policy, adopted in 1986, listed vomiting 
and incontinence as conditions pro- 
hibiting attendance, 

A second change is stricter guide- 


lines for staff to follow when dealing 
with medical records to ensure priva- 
cy rights for infected students. 

A segment of the policy was 
approved, but not adopted by the 
School Committee. A guideline for 
mandatory employee training in uni- 
versal precautions will be discussed 
by administrators and representatives 
of the nine unions of schcol employ- 
ees, including the 330-member teach- 
ers’ union. Brenda O’Brien, coordina- 
tor of the schools’ heath education and 
a member of the subcommittee, said 
training for all school staff, including 
custodians and other non-teachers, 
would cost about $2,200.

The Board of Selectmen was asked 
by a handful of residents at Monday 
night’s public hearing on the town 
manager’s Capital Improvements 
Plan to set aside funds to buy open 
space for conservation and “passive 
recreation” during the next five 
years. 


“This is the time when land 
becomes available at reasonable 
prices,” Liz Tentarelli, chairwoman 
of the Andover Trails Committee, 
told the board referring to the cur- 
rent slump in real estate market. 


Ms. Tentarelli and Al French, 
Andover’s representative to the Bay 
Circuit Trail Committee, asked the 
board to make funds available for 
each of the next five years so the 
town could react if open space land 
comes up for sale, It wouldn’t have to 
be spent, but would be available if a 
choice piece of land becomes avail- 
able, Ms. Tentarvelli said. 


The town manager’s recommenda- 
tion includes $1 million for open 
space acquisition, but that is not 
scheduled to be funded until Fiscal 
Year 1995. , 

“Acquisition of open space makes 
good financial sense,” Mr, French 
said, 


Most houses built today in 
Andover will not pay for themselves 
when it comes to taxes they pay ver- 
sus the cost of services they will 
need, Mr. French said. 

George Brattin, of 39 Bartlet St., 
said purchase of open space should 
be a priority for the town. The streets 
are in bad shape, the schools need 
money and poor drainage on the 
streets around his house cause flood- 
ing in his cellar, Mr. Brattin said. 


“Despite this, I would still go with 
the open land issue,” Mr. Brattin 
said. 

The town profits for about two 
years from new development, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brattin, then for the next 
three years has expenditures for ser- 
vices to the development. After that, 
the residents need schools and/or 
elder services. He compared the cost 
of those services to the cost of pur- 
chasing open space, which requires 
little or no upkeep. 


“In the first two years we may lose 
a little something, but we're going to 
save overall,” Mr. Brattin said. 

Selectman Larry Larsen pointed 
out that open space acquisition has 
been mentioned as a priority by resi- 
dents during the board’s mini town 
meetings held on the town’s 21st cen- 
tury vision and mission statement.

Here’s an open invitation to Max

This is one of those times I wish 
the Townsman had an ombudsper 
son, someone who could look at the 
facts, listen to a reader’s complaint, 
and then make some wise summariz- 
ing statement. 

Here is the story. In the Nov. 19 
issue, we had a front-page story, 
“Students talk about teacher con- 
tract.” We 
went into 
that story 
slowly, 
feeling 
that it was 
a piece of 
the teach- 3 ee i} 
er-con- ; 
tract story ? 
that we ere / 
didn’t 
have, and one that needed to be told. 
We wanted to know how the main 
characters in this teacher-School 
Committee contract negotiation on- 
going story — the students — were 


being affected by picketing outside of 


school before and after school. We 
wanted to know if teachers were talk- 
ing about their contract during class- 


room time. We wanted to know if 


teachers were distracted by the ten- 
sion in the air. And we wanted to 
know if children’s education was 
being slighted. What we needed to do 


was talk with students, listen very 
carefully, and make sure not to put 
words in their mouths, so that we 
could really reflect what they were 
thinking and feeling. 

It was a tall order, but we decided 
to try it. 

We knew it would be controver 
sial, and we knew we had to do it 
with names. But we also know how 
risky it is to quote children. 

Let me go back several years, 
when I was editor of another paper, 
and there was a lot of talk, in the 
community in which I was running a 
newspaper, about very young Sex, 
and how middle-school children 
were getting pregnant. We heard a 
lot about it, including some shocking 
statistics. It was one of those stories 
we knew we had to do and we knew 
had to include the thoughts of young 
people, and we knew we probably 
would turn up some information that 
parents didn’t want to hear. 

And that is what happened. Kids 
talked about sex in a casual way that 
makes adults very uncomfortable. 
And they spoke for the record. We 
went with their quotes. The day the 
paper was published we had two par- 
ents call to say their children were 
misquoted, When we spoke with the 
children, they agreed; they’d been 
misquoted. 

I looked at the reporter’s notebook 


and believed he had quoted them 
accurately. What I believe happened 
is that the parents read what their 
children said, reacted negatively, the 
children got scared, and with help 
agreed that they had been misquoted. 

That is not the only time that has 
happened to me as an editor. I've 
been in newspapers long enough, and 
I, too, am a parent, so I know that can 
and does happen and it is a problem. 
So at the Townsman we went into the 
Nov. 19 story talking about being 
careful. We wanted the kids to be 
clear that we were doing this for the 
paper, with names and photos. 

The first student quoted in that 
story is Max Schorr, of Salem Street, 
a sixth-grader at Doherty Middle 
School.

ing, because he wanted to get the doors open 
in time to take advantage of the fourth quar 
ter shopping season.

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Central gobbles up AHS in Turkey Day showdown

There were no alibis, bluffs or excuses 
from Andover High head football coach 
Dick Collins. 

Despite a whirlwind finish, the Golden 


Warriors paid the price for 30 minutes of 


less-than-spectacular play as they dropped a 
wild 35-28 decision to Central Catholie in 
last week's traditional Thanksgiving Day 
finale before several thousand fans at Love- 
ly Field. 

In the process Andover squandered the 
opportunity to grab a third share of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference champi 
onship, finishing instead in a four-way tie 
for second place with Central, Billerica and 
Tewksbury. 

All four were 7-3-0 overall, while Chelms 
ford and Methuen emerged as co-titleists at 
8-2-0. Methuen goes to the Eastern Mass. 
Division 2-A Super Bowl this Saturday 
because it beat Chelmsford head-to-head 
(30-22), the Rangers hosting undefeated Mid- 
dlesex League champ Reading (10-0-0) at 
Nicholson Stadium (1:30 p.m.). 

“Central stuck it to us pretty good,” 
admitted Collins. “They took it to us early, 
dominated us and built an insurmountable 
lead.” 

Actually, the Red Raiders’ seemingly 
prohibitive leads of 28-0 and 35-7 came very 
close to disintegrating in the fury of a 21- 
point Warriors’ fourth quarter rally. 

Only a third consecutive failed onside 
kick in the final minute kept AHS from a 
true miracle comeback. 

Central advantage 

“In fairness to our kids we gave Central 
too much of an advantage,” stated Collins. 
“Each year they have time to heal and pre. 
pare for the game (12 days), while the past 
six years we've been coming off the North 
Andover game with just four or five days to 
get ready.” 

Perhaps then it is no coincidence that 
since the Andover-North Andover rivalry 
was rekindled, with the game played on the 
Saturday prior to Thanksgiving, Andover 
has gone 1-5 against Central. 

“Central was clearly well-rested. But we 
both put only 11 on the field at one time,” 
stated Coach Collins. “They played well and 
we didn't. 

“Another thing that hurt us was all the 
pressure games we played in a row. Four 
(Billerica, Chelmsford, North Andover, 
Central) jammed in one after another. It 
caught up to us. 

“The weather (heavy rain) and field con- 
ditions (mud-slicked) didn’t cost us the 
tame. It may have slowed our speed down, 
but it didn’t affect either team’s passing 
game,” noted Coach Collins. “A wet field 
can actually be an advantage, because the 
receivers know where they're going and the 
defensive backs can't react as quick on slick 
turf.”’ 

The statistics bore this out as both teams 
threw the ball well. 

Andover quarterbacks Adam Goddess 
and Justin Connors were a combined 13-of- 
23 for more than 150 yards and three touch- 
downs, while Central’s Matt Cassano hit 11- 
of-15 for 172 yards and one TD: 

The Central defense also accounted for 
12 valuable points, Joe Lewis returning a 
pass interception 91 yards for a touchdown 
and Jeff Buda pouncing on a fumble in the 
end zone for a backbreaking score in the 
third period. 

“Central made its own breaks and

deserves the credit,” said Coach Collins. 
“Interceptions and fumbles are both part of 
the game.” 

Intimidation? 

There was talk after the game that Cen- 
tral intimidated the Golden Warriors. 

“Intimidation is a pretty strong word,” 
said Coach Collins. “But it’s hard to say 
what goes on in kids’ minds during a game. 

“There was no physical intimidation. 
But Central didn’t seem as bothered by all 
the other factors that go into making a 
Thanksgiving game different. The big 
crowd always gets the kids nervous, and the 
weather is usually bad and has to be dealt 
with. Obviously the pressure got to us more 
than it did to them.” 

Andover also had more on the line, with 
the championship and a possible shot at the 
Super Bowl riding on the outcome. Central 
had already been eliminated from consider- 
ation for both those honors. 

“We played the Super Bow! angle down 
as much as possible in practice during the 
week,” explained Coach Collins. “We con- 
sidered the odds against us astronomical. 
But the title was ours with a victory.” 

Central bolted to a quick 14-0 first-quar- 
ter lead, the initial touchdown a 13-yard run 
by Al Blackington (50 points, 656 yards 
rushing this season) after Cassano fired a 
30-yard pass to Randy Bomba. Ryan Han- 
son, a perfect 5-for-5 in conversion kicks, 
added the PAT. 

Andover junior defensive back Toby 
Guzowski made the first of two AHS inter- 
ceptions a short time later at the Red 
Raiders’ 27, and the Warriors were driving 
for the tying TD before Central's Joe Lewis 
returned the favor in spades with his 91- 
yard interception runback. 

The lead went to 21-0 in the final minute 
of the half, Cassano following some fancy 
footwork with a four-yard TD pass to Chad 
Clark. 


“Central didn’t do anything unexpect- 
ed,” noted Coach Collins. “There are no sur- 
prises at this stage of the season. But they 
executed very well.” 

Jeff Buda’s fumble recovery in the end 
zone, following an early third-quarter 
CCHS drive thwarted by Colin Arsenault’s 
interception, hiked the score to 28-0. 

“A lot of teams would have given up at 
this point, down by 28, but our kids didn’t 
quit,” said Collins. “I had mixed emotions 
walking off the field after the game. Natu- 
rally I was disappointed that we lost, but I 
was proud of the way we battled back.” 

The coach had a psychological ace up his 
sleeve, which he played during his halftime 
speech, and his off-the-record revelation 
apparently helped fire up the troops. 
Goddess to Allard 

Andover began its furious rally when 
senior starting quarterback Adam Goddess 
lofted a four-yard pass to junior receiver 
Paul Allard on fourth down. 

Scott Henry booted the conversion, but 
Central seemed unconcerned as the third 
period ended 28-7. 

Blackington's 50th point of the season, 
on a tackle-shedding nine-yard run to cap a 
12-play, 75-yard march with less than eight 
minutes to play, boosted the Red Raiders’ 
lead to 35-7. 

Collins and staff then played a hunch, 
inserting large (6'5”, 202 pounds) freshman 
quarterback Justin Connors into the game. 

“1 had a lot of second thoughts about the 
move, explained Coach Collins. “It was a 
big gamble on my part. We're talking about 
a young kid making the jump from the 
Junior Football League to the high school 
varsity. I really didn’t want to throw Justin 
to the wolves like that, and take a chance on 
ruining his confidence. We couldn't be sure 
he was ready to handle the role, but I had 
faith he could do the job.” 

Dances With Wolves 


Instead of being eaten by the wolves, 
Connors danced with them. 

Collins’ justifiable faith was rewarded as 
Connors, who hit 6-of-12 passes during his 
tenure, quickly targeted Scott Henry in full 
stride for a 34-yard touchdown pass. 

“We went to the shotgun. Something dif- 
ferent that we hadn't done all year. We 
wanted to shake things up and take full 
advantage of Justin’s great arm,” noted 
Coach Collins, 

A short time later the same pair hooked 
up on a 26-yard toss to the Central six yard 
line. 

“We put Adam Goddess back in and he 
did the job, too. We certainly hadn't given 
up on him, it was just a matter of the right 
quarterback for each situation.” 

Goddess scored on a one yard sneak, his 
second 'T'D of the season, and then threw a 
two-point conversion pass to Steve Shepard 
to make it 35-21 with less than two minutes 
to play. 

“Central had started to substitute before 
Connors came into the game,” said Collins. 
“But we caught fire and they stopped sub- 


bing in a hurry. Three touchdowns and a »«- 


shot to take it all.” 

In an attempt to retain possession and 
run the clock out, Central tried a fake punt 
near midfield that failed. 

“The momentum had obviously shifted, 
but there just wasn’t enough time,” said 
Coach Collins. “That's not to say we defi- 
nitely would have won if there had been 
more time, but we were headed in that 
direction.” 

On fourth-and-15 from the Andover 45, 
Goddess fired a short pass to Mike Roberts 
who then pitched to Shepard. The Warriors’ 
speedster completed the 55-yard touchdown 
play, and went over the coveted 1,000 yard 
rushing mark in the process, by sprinted 
the rest of the way to the end zone. ,

Three course records broken 


3,000+ take part in Feaster Five Road Race

Chris Teague of Liverpool, England, 
smashed the course record in a blistering 23 
minutes and 52 seconds to take first place in 
the fifth annual Feaster Five five-mile road 
race in downtown Andover Thanksgiving 
morning. Rita Cecil, of North Reading, fin- 
ished the course in 28:54 to take the wom- 
en’s title. 

More than 3,600 signed up for the race 
and 3,060 completed it, including 250 walk- 
ers, The race began on time at 8:30 Thurs: 
day morning on Main Street and finished 
on Bartlet Street in front of town offices. 

The forecast for foul weather may have 
kept a few runners away, but the rain held 
off and race directors Bill Pennington and 
John Burke were pleased with both the 
turnout and the weather. 

“There were more runners than last 
year, despite the rain. The weather was ide- 
al for runners. Not very good for walkers 
and spectators, but it was ideal for run- 
ners.” Mr. Pennington said. “We had zero 
complaints from the police department, 
From an organizational standpoint, it went 
very well and the runners seemed very hap- 
py.” 

The race raised more than $5,000 for 
local charities including Lazarus House and 
other area programs. 

Mr, Teague’s 23:52 beat the previous 
course record, of 24:31 set last year by Guy 
Stearns, by 39 seconds. Mr. Teague was all 
alone by more than a block and a half when 
he crossed the finish line on Bartlet Street. 

“T was most on my own after the first 
mile.” Mr. Teague said after his win. 

The time was a personal best for Teague, 
a student and member of the cross country 
team at Providence College. 

“It was a pretty tough first mile — hilly. 
But it was a pretty quick last mile,” he said. 

He was pleased with the first-place prize 
of an original oil painting by Johnny Kel- 
ley, the marathon great. 

“Very nice. It’s something different,”

_ Roger Jennings, of Hanover, was second 
overall in 25:11. Dan Verrington, of Brad- 
ford and superintendent of Spring Grove 
Cemetery, was third in 26:32. 

Ms, Cecil was also pleased with the 
painting she got for being the first woman 
to finish. 

“I was going for the win more than a 
time. This is why I came, because of the 
painting,” Ms. Cecil said. 

She also said the course was hilly and 
her 28:54 fell a full minute short of the wom- 
en’s course record of 27:53 set last year by 
Julie Peterson. Ms.Cecil’s best time for five 
miles is 27:46, 

“T raced Sunday, so when | saw that | 
was almost six minutes at the first mile | 
knew this was going to be a race for place 
rather than for time,” Ms. Cecil said. 

Ms, Cecil, who runs for the Liberty Ath: 
letic Club, was very happy with the crowds. 

“People were really supportive out 
there,” she said. 

Motoreyele officer Bob Cronin escorted 
her in for the last half mile. 

“Having that motorcycle leading me in 
made it feel like the big time. It was a nice 
touch,” Ms. Cecil said. 

Paula Johnson, of ‘Tallahassee, Fla., was 
second woman in 29:21. Patricia Degnan, of 
Melrose, was third in 29:55. 

Larry Olson, of Millis, set a new men's 
masters record with his 26:11, beating the 
old record of 26:45 set last year by Jack 
Fultz. 

“I thought the course was rather tough 
the first couple miles; then it was a cake 
walk.” Mr, Olson said. “I didn’t achieve my 
goal to break 26 (minutes). I hope the record 
will stand up for a couple years on th is 
course,” 

Mr, Olson took second place in the mas- 
ters division at the national masters cross 
country race in Boston the week before the 
Feaster. 

Jack Norton, of Georgetown, who also 
manages the Athlete's Corner in Andover

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what had happened, but he learned from 
his wife, Lynne, that he had a seizure dur 
ing the night. 

A preliminary series of tests didn’t 
reveal the cause of his seizure. The doctors 
at first thought he had developed epilepsy 
and suffered an attack. A CAT scan per- 
formed a day later revealed there was a for- 
mation of some sort in the left, frontal lobe 
of his brain. 

“The doctor put a stethoscope to my eye 


blood,” Mr. Sullivan said. 

“They said it could be one of two things, 
either a tumor or a AVM” (arterial venus 
malformation), he said. 

“At that point I stopped listening. I felt 
that my whole world was collapsing 
around me,” he said. 

A specialist, Roberto Heros, was 
assigned to his case at Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital. The doctor said he was pret 
ty sure that Mr. Sullivan’s condition was 
not cancer, but another series of tests 
would have to be done to be certain. Two 
weeks later tests revealed the mass was not 
cancer, but was a large AVM. 

An AVM is a vascular birth defect. 
According to Mr. Sullivan, it grows slower 
than the rest of the body and doesn't mani- 
fest itself until a person reaches his late 20s 
or early 30s. People learn of the tangled 
blood vessels when the vessels bleed into 
the brain, causing seizures, as is in Mr. 
Sullivan's case. In some cases, the vessels 
burst and cause brain damage, not Mr. Sul- 
livan’s case. 

He was told he had two options: operate 
and remove the entangled blood vessels, or 
leave the AVM alone. There were risks

associated with either option, 

If left alone, the vessels may continue to 
bleed, causing pressure to build up on his 
brain, or they may burst. Both would cause 
brain damage. If the AVM was removed 
there was a chance brain matter near the 
vessels could be damaged, too. 

“The AVM was near the part of the 
brain that controls speech and the lower 
part of the body,” he said. 

Mr. Sullivan asked the doctor what 
option he’d choose if he had the AVM. 

“He said to me, ‘I would have it taken 
out. | would have it done here (Boston) and 
I would have me do it.’ Dr. Heros exuded 
confidence. I needed that. I was willing to

but I didn't second guess him,” Mr. Sulli- 
van said, 

Jan, 28, 1985, Mr, Sullivan underwent 
the first of the two-part procedure, The 
first phase was designed to cut off the 
“feeder veins” to the AVM, so it could be 
removed in the second phase with a 
reduced chance of bleeding. 

During the first operation, Mr, Sullivan 
suffered a stroke. He had to remain awake 
during the procedure so he could answer 
questions and move his legs and arms 
when doctors requested. 

“The nurse asked if 1 was OK and noth 
ing came out of my mouth. She then went 
to talk to the doctor and he came over to 
me and asked me to smile. I smiled the way 
a person with a stroke smiles, all crooked,” 
said Mr, Sullivan. 

Because of the stroke, doctors stopped 
the operation and within 45 minutes the 
clot that had caused the stoke dissolved 
and he was able to talk. 

Two days later he underwent the six- 
hour operation to remove the one-inch 
wide, quarter-sized AVM. Right after the 
operation he was able to answer questions 
and move his limbs, Within hours his con- 
dition began to deteriorate quickly because 
of swelling and because some of his brain 
had to be removed along with the AVM. He 
couldn't talk, his right side was totally par- 
alyzed and he had partial use of his left 
arm. 

Mr.Sullivan spent nine days in the 
intensive-care ward, After the ninth day he 
began improving, 

“At first I] was able to pick up my hand. 
The next day I could pick it up off the bed 
and make a fist. Then I could open the fist 
and wiggle my fingers. The same with my 
foot. 

“I was making great strides in those

areas, but I still had great difficulty with 
speech,” he said. 

His inability to communicate proved to 
be the most frustrating aspect of his condi- 
tion, he said, He knew what he wanted to 
say, but his muscles would not form the 
words, Mr. Sullivan's wife, who is a learn: 
ing disability specialist at Lawrence High 
School, helped him re-learn talking and 
reading, 

“My wife had the patience with me that 
she has with her students. She’d have me 
read sentences from the sports page and I'd 
leave out words. We'd then read them over 
and over again until I got them,” he said, 

After two weeks, Mr. Sullivan went 
home and began the process of recovering 
and “re-training” his brain to do the tasks 
he had once been able to do unconsciously. 
Three months after surgery he returned to 
work part time. Three months later, he was 
working full time. 

“It took about a full year to reach the 
point where | really felt comfortable with 
myself,” he said. 

During his recuperation Mr. Sullivan 
began working out and lifting weights. 

“IT had always been a good enough ath- 
lete and I enjoyed an occasional pick-up 
game here or there, but | wanted to 
improve my physical fitness. 

“IT know that there is nothing I could 
have done to prevent my AVM. It was a 
birth defect. I decided if anything else hap- 
pens in the future I will be in as good shape 
as possible so that my physical condition 
won't be a handicap,” he said, 

Every year since his brain surgery, Mr. 
Sullivan and his wife take Jan. 30 off from 
work to spend the day together. 

“I don’t know what we'll do this year, 
but it will be something fun and athletic,” 
he said. 4

Union representatives met Tuesday 
night with the mediator and without the 
School Committee. Wednesday, Ms. 
Jankauskas told the Townsman the 
mediator requested the concession. The 
mediator will meet with just the School 
Committee next Thursday. 

Mary Lyman, spokeswoman for the 
committee, said she was “glad to hear 
the workplace will be returning to nor- 
mal.” 

According to a written statement 
released Wednesday, union President 
Tom Meyers said the move is a gesture 
of continuing support for the mediation 
process. 

“We are going the extra mile to try 
and break the stalemate that has kept us 
at the bargaining table for more than a 
year,” Mr, Meyers said. 

The teachers’ contract expired Aug. 
30, but talks with the School Committee 
began as early as January 1992. The 
average teacher in Andover has taught 
more than 13 years and makes about 
$42,000. 

Mr. Meyers challenged the School 
Committee to “act reasonably and to 
work for a compromise solution that is 
in the best interests of the entire 
Andover education community.” 

Chris Outwin, of the School Commit- 
tee, said Wednesday that the union’s 
announcement was a welcomed gesture 
of good faith and “a real breakthrough.” 
Dr. Outwin thinks the School Commit- 
tee will do everything within its “power 
and resources” to respond.

More than two billion Christmas 
cards are sold each year in the United 
States. Greeting-card sales last year 
equaled more than $4 billion. Although 
most of the dollars go to the greeting 
card giants, non-profit organizations 
are making an increasingly significant 
mark in Christmas card sales. 

Charities, ranging from local causes 
to well-known national organizations, 
are benefiting from this new trend. 
Typical of them is St. Jude Children’s 
Research Hospital. The Memphis- 
based institution, founded by Danny 
Thomas, is a world-leader in pediatric 
disease research. It is supported pri- 
marily by public contributions. 

Christmas card sales help to sponsor 
research and enable children without 
medical insurance to receive cancer 
treatment free of charge. 

The stories behind the artwork on 
these charity Christmas cards often 
are as moving as the messages due pri- 
marily to the artist’s special circum- 
stances. This year’s St. Jude card, for 
example, features a carousel horse 
drawn by 16-year-old Marvin Nawles 
from Clarksdale, Miss. Marvin is a St. 
Jude patient who suffers from aplastic 
anemia, a potentially deadly blood dis- 
order, 

Of course, the art itself makes an 
impression. Cards from the Audubon 
Society and Sierra Club feature pris- 
tine wilderness scenes, with the implic- 
it message that card sales will help pre- 
serve the natural beauty. UNICEF 
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Cause-related holiday cards show 
what their senders care about 


cards depict global harmony. 

Cause-related holiday cards have 
become a popular way for people to 
subtly show they care about an organi- 
zation or an issue. 

Along with the “good-cause” aspect, 
Christmas cards from many non-profit 
groups are a good value. A box of Hall- 
mark or American Greeting cards can 
cost up to $20. A box of 25 St. Jude 
cards is $9, 

Some non-profit groups also offer 
extras that greeting card companies 
could never even consider, such as 
hand-addressing and mailing cards to 
an entire Christmas card list. 

“We have some companies who've 
been sending us their Christmas card 
lists for years,” said Martha Frank, a 
St. Jude volunteer who works with the 
Christmas card program. “Everyone 
benefits — the company, because, for a 
small fee, the drudgery is off their 
hands; the recipient, because he gets a 
personal-looking card, rather than 
some computer-printed mailing label; 
and our patients, because the profits 
from the cards go back toward more 
research and treatment.” 

Although Christmas cards aren’t 
available for sale until mid-fall, they 
begin to take forin many months earli- 
er, when the cover scene must be deter- 
mined. At St. Jude, there’s an annual 
contest among the patients to come up 
with the winning illustration. 

Unlike commercial Christmas cards, 
the cards put out by non-profit groups

Ten ways to beat the holiday blues 


appily, there are steps you can

The following 10 tips from 
Stephen Arterburg, chairman and 
CEO of New Life Treatment Centers, 
will help you avoid holiday depres- 
sion, stress and addiction problems:

Origins of the Christmas tree 


istorically, the Christmas tree 

may be fairly young, but palm 

and evergreen branches have 
been used as symbols of life since 
before the dawn of Christianity. 

Long before there was a Christmas, 
Egyptians brought green palm 
branches into their homes on the 
shortest day of the year in December 
as a symbol of life's triumph over 
death. 

Romans adorned their homes with 
evergreens during Saturnalia, a win- 
ter festival in honor of Saturnus, their 
god of agriculture. 

Druid priests decorated oak trees 
with golden apples for their winter 
solstice festivities. 

In the middle ages, the Paradise 
tree, an evergreen hung with red 
apples, was the symbol of the feast of 
Adam and Eve, held Dec. 24. 

It wasn’t until the 16th century that 
the Christmas tree as we know it was 
introduced. The first recorded refer- 
ence to the tree was made in the 1500s 


in Strasbourg, Germany. There, fami- 
lies both rich and poor decorated fir 
trees with colored paper, fruits and 
sweets. The retail Christmas tree lot 
also dates back that far. In those 
times, older women would harvest 
trees from nearby forests and sell 
them in the marketplace. 

The tradition spread through 
Europe and was brought to the United 
States by German settlers and Hessian 
mercenaries paid to fight in the Revo- 
lutionary War. 

In 1804, U.S. soldiers stationed at 
Fort Dearborn (now Chicago) hauled 
trees from surrounding woods to their 
barracks at Christmas. 

The popularity of the Christmas 
tree then proliferated. Charles Min- 
negrode introduced the custom of dec- 
orating trees in Williamsburg, Va., in 
1842. In 1851, Mark Carr hauled two ox 
sleds loaded with trees from the 
Catskills to the streets of New York 
and opened the first retail lot in the 
U.S.
